defend, and cannot support Picardy as it was ordered to do 6 The 
same.; I understand 9 is true for a fleot. If , say, a fleet was 
ordered to convoy an army from Yorkshire to Holland , and that 
fleet was attacked^ the convoy would ::ail and the fleet would be 
forced to defend against the fleet in Denmark, as was the case, 



Since the North Sea convoy of Yorkshire to Hollland could not 
t^ke place, then the German move of Kiel to Holland must have been 
without opposition* 

I trust that the gamemaster and my most honorable fellow sovereigns 
will see the logic in my argument and change the ruling; on Germany* s 
moves which were, again F Denmark-North Sea, A Kiel-Holland, and 
A Munich- Ruhr. The move F-Denmark-North Sea cancelled the English
